Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The inclusion 
of the limitation the first ends of the first and second arc segments project in a direction 
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away from the second ends of the first and second arc segments. This limitation is 
included In all the claims and is not found in the prior art references. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hoyns et al. (Patent No. 6,766,186 B1) discloses a post biopsy 
tissue marker (Figure 14). It is noted that the first ends (66) of the first (61) and second 
(62) arc segments project in a direction towards the second ends (66) of the first (61) 
and second (62) arc segments, therefore, Hoynes et al. does not read on claim 61.
